A large sum of 
money belonging to the State remains 
in tha hands of Governor Garcelon and 
other officials of the last year, which 
bhould be recovered back into the troaa- 
nry. Tho recklessness of management 
disclosed in the transactions of last 
year tends to destroy public confidence, 
undermine public credit and introduce 
practices which, if nnrebnked, will 
prove fatal to the future prosperity and 
progress of the State.

A man named Bunny- 
f rank, cod the parties above named were 
the only persons at the mill when the 
boiler bunted, and Sunnyfrank escaped 
without Injury. Fulk is dead. He is a 
son of Henry Folk who resides near San- 
gamon Station, and a brother of Amos 
Folk, a teamster who lives in Decatur. 
Dr. Chenoweth, of Oreana, was summon- 
ed to the relief of the injured men. It 
appears from what we can gather from 
Mr. Howell's statement, that the boiler, 
which was an old one, did not contain a 
sufficient amount of water, and hence the 
explosion.
